ALBERTA RICH IN RESOURCES 

THERE is sure ground for believing that Alberta’s development in the 
near future will be even more rapid and more prosperous than heretofore. 

No other province stands to gain quite as much from the more aggres¬ 
sive immigration and colonization policy which is almost certain to be 
adopted in the near future by the federal government. Alberta has a 
larger proportion of unoccupied arable land than any other province and 
it is largely to land settlement in this province that immigration and col¬ 
onization efforts would be direced. 

Ouside capital alsowill come into Alberta in increasing measure. Her 
record achievemeiTUTo date ahd the rich natural resources will arouse a 
wide-spread interest in the possibilities for investment within her borders. 

A general reconstruction of freight rates cannot be delayed much long¬ 
er and this will mean much to Alberta. Heretofore this province has been 
at the very peak of the freight rate travel via the long route to and from 
the east. Following the opening of the Pacific-l’anama route there is in 
process of development in transportation a Pacific watershed us well qs 
one tributary to the Atlantic. When this is given full effect in frieght 
schedules Alberta will realize the advantage of her geographical position 
close to the Pacific coast and to a water route to Europe. This will mean 
lower freight rates to Albera farmers on all hey sell for export and low¬ 
er cost to all in Alberta on what is brought in from other provinces and 
countries for consumption here. 

Extension of trade with the Orient will hasten Alberta’s development. 
Already new markets aie being found there for wheat, flour, livestock, 
butter and cheese pioduced in this province. These markets /re certain 
to be extended. Babson, the-noted economist, says the great trade of the 
future will be with the Orient. Alberta, as the most westerly of Canada’s 
prairie provinces, is in a very favorable position for supplying thc Or¬ 
ient's requirements in agricultural products. 

National considerations will bring aboqt in the not far distant future 
the use of Alberta coal in Ontario and this will give a great impetus to 
the coal industry of this province.

The southern Alberta grain market¬ 
ing season is drawing to a close with 
more than 21,5600,000 bushels of all 
grains marketed and two and a half 
rniilion bushels still in the hands of 
the farmers. The foregoing table in¬ 
dicates the immensity of the 1924 crop 
despite the serious inroads made by 
drought in . the southeast. The show¬ 
ing is really remarkable and proves 
again the high per acre average on the 
dry areas of the southwest. 

The past month has seen little grain 
delivered at the various elevator points 
owing to the almost impassable condi¬ 
tion of the roads. Some grain has 
been hauled by sleigh. With the warm¬ 
er weather and drier roads, there is 
expected to be a considerable move¬ 
ment of grain during this month. 

Two points, Vulcan and Nanton, are 
in the million bushel class, having 
marketed that much grain and more 
since the beginning of the delivery 
season. Cardston has made a titanic 
effort to overtake its northern rivals 
but it still has soma, distance to go be¬ 
fore reaching the coveted position. 

An interesting item in the data on 
the crop movement is the surprising 
strength in shipping on the new Cli¬ 
max line. According to the figures 
given out by the general offices of the 
C. P. R. at Lethbridge, that branch baa 
already reached 1,110,000 bushels.

EXTEND RAILWAYS ' MARKET REPORT 


Plans are under way to feed some 1 
10,000 cattle at the feeding station at| 
Edmonton this winter. The cattle will 
be fitted for export, chiefly to Great 
Britain, and will be fed outdoors 
Prominent live stock dealers from 
Great Britain, United States and East¬ 
ern Canada are behind the enterprise, 
and a ready market is assured. 


Mr. S. S. Sears, chairman of the U. 
F.A. Co-operative Livestock market¬ 
ing pool has held several important 
meetings throughout Southern Alber¬ 
ta in behalf of the livestock pool and 
indications point to a successful issue. 
The signatures of stockmen will be 
obtained by conducting a pool drive 
similar to the wheat pool drhw.x 


The Provincial Government are Forced 
to Build Extensions of Government 
Owned Line up North 

Legislation will be introduced at the 
coming session of the Legislature to 
ask authorization for an appropriation 
to build from 16 to 20 miles of an ex¬ 
tension on the Lacombe and North¬ 
western railway, the government-own¬ 
ed line running north-west from La¬ 
combe. The extension will be built be¬ 
yond the present terminus of Hoadley. 
This line serves one of the best dis¬ 
tricts in the province. Hon V. W. 
‘.Smith, Minister of Railways, com¬ 
menting on the matter said: “The 
government’s position with respect to 
the Lacombe and Northwestern rail¬ 
way is entirely different to that with 
respect to the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and B. C. line, and its sudsidiaries. 
The Lacombe and Northwestern line 
is entirely the property of the provin¬ 
cial government, and the obligation 
to develop the territory subsidiary to 
that line is upon the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, provided there is no prospect 
of having the line taken over by one 
ojf the other railway companies, and 
there does not seem to be any pros¬ 
pect of that just now." “With respect 
to the other lines, though the govern¬ 
ment has advanced the money on 
these lines, the title to them does not 
rest with the government, but is in 
other hands, and the government is 
practically in the position of a mort¬ 
gagee.” At the recent conference held 
at Ottawa with the federal govern¬ 
ment and railway authorities, it was 
concluded that the C.P.R. and C.N.R 
be asked to make recommendations as 
to what should be done with respect 
to the whole railway situation north 
of Edmonton. Until the result ol 
these negotiations is known, the gov¬ 
ernment is not in a position to discuss 
further extension to these lines. 

Another short course for creamery 
workers in the province will be held 
at the University of Alberta from 
February 28 to March 18.

NEUTRALIZATION OF CREAM 

Mr. W. F. Jones, B.S.A., Chief of the j 
Division of Dairy Manufacturers in the 
Dairy and Cold Storage Branch at Ot¬ 
tawa, is the author of an eight-page 
pamphlet that can be had from the 
Publications Branch at the Capital, on' 
the “Neutralization of Cream for But- j 
termaking.” In his opening para- > 
graph, Mr. Jones points out that the 
partial neutralization of the lactic acid 
in cream is necessary to ensure the ef-, 
ficient pasteurization of cream for but¬ 
termaking. The pasteurization of un- 
neutraiized cream results, he says, in ! 
a high loss of fat in the buttermilk 
and a poorer quality of butter owing 
to a higher curd content. When but- ( 
ter is made from unpasteurized cieam 
neutralization is unnecessary and in-1 
advisable. Mr. Jones proceeds to de- j 
tail the process that should be follow¬ 
ed in the preparation and application 
of neutralizers and the results that are ^ 
obtained from the various methods of 
neutralization. He also explains the 
best way to test cream for acidity. |

PRESBYTERY MET 

ihe Semi-Annual Meeting of Presby¬ 
tery took place at Nanton, jfeb. 
10th. .Was Fully Attended. 


The spring meeting of the Presby¬ 
tery of High River was held in Nanton 
on Tuesday the tenth day of February 
1925. All the ministers belonging to 
the Presbytery present and seven eld¬ 
ers, together with Dr. Ferguson the 
superintendent of Home Mission. Rev. 
O.R. Lavers was elected moderator. A 
large amount of routine business was 
readily disposed of. At our meeting in 
September last Presbytery reluctantly 
agreed to the recommendation of the 
committee of Synod to merge the 
Presbytery of High River into Leth¬ 
bridge and Calgary. Vulcan and all 
south, also Nanton and all soutlj go¬ 
ing to Lethbridge, all north of these 
points to Calgary. Members of the 
Methodist District occupying the same 
area did not welcome the idea of un¬ 
ion with Calgary and Lethbridge any 
better than did the members of Pres¬ 
bytery, consequently the Synod’s 
committee agreed to recommend the 
continuance of the High River Pres¬ 
bytery and to enlarge its area, taking 
in from Granum to Okotoks and from 
Carmangay to Lake McGregor. This 
change was approved by the.Synod of 
Alberta, and if approved by the Meth¬ 
odist conference will be the Presbytery 
of the United Church in this district 
in the future. 

Rev. A. MacWilliams and Rev. O. R. 
Lavers were appointed commissioners 
to the General Assembly together with 
elders from the congregation of En¬ 
sign, Red Cross and Berrywater, and 
Vulcan. 

Mr. Langille gave a very interesting 
and instructive report on Young Peo¬ 
ples work, and Mr. Lavers on “Life 
Service” emphasizing strongly the 
necessity of proper training for lead¬ 
ers and teachers. Lack of real lead¬ 
ership, he said, was the great problem 
in this work. The clerk touched upon 
a few items in the statistical reports 
which he said he thought Presbytery 
ought to know. One was that in all 
our self supporting congregations, 
there was not one dollar of debt for 
current expenses or salaries and only 
a total of six hundred dollars for 
building purposes. In our Mission 
fields there was a similar amount of 
indebtedness on church buildings. Ov 
or $31,000 had been contributed during 
1024 for all purposes, and strange to 
say during the same year, when we 
were fearing that the Union agitation 
would play havoc with our budget con¬ 
tributions our churches gave almost 
double to the budget of any former 
year, giving a total of $3,465.00. 

The following resolutions moved by 
Mr. Kidd and seconded by Mr. Lang- 
ville were unanimously carried;
